be put on constitutional 
provisions, 
and uon the effect of legal 
enactments. 
Whenever 
ho 
delivers 
a 
written 
opinion, 
It Is not because 
tho 
Presi- 
dent requires it for his own Informa 
tion, but for the purpose 
of Informing 
the public as to the attitude the Pres 
ident has taken. 
Ills opinion 
Is that 
of tho President, who 
Is his superior 


officer. 
It may be assumed 
that tho Presi 
dent and IiIh Cabinet 
have fully 
con- 
sidered tho relation 
of the Constitu- 
tion to these Islands.

row views of the matter. 
When 
Mr. Huntington, with his as 
sociates, 
proposed 
In 
1SC6 to construct 
a railway across tho Sierra Ncvadas, 
ho trusted 
to the educated 
engineers 
to do what tho 
common 
people 
said 
was Impossible. 
He made his fortune 
out of educated 
men. 
Ho wns able, on 
(be other hand, without their assist- 
ance, to grab tho bounties given 
by 
Congress 
to the railways and do many 
other things which tho men of higher 
education often decline to do. 
Mr. Huntington has 
always, 
it 
is 
well known, 
taken 
rather1 
extreme 
views on tho matter of education. 
Ho 
Is a believer lu a useful education. Ho 
would require, if he had the power to 
do so, that every young 
man nnd wo 
man 
was carefully instructed 
In the 
art of making a living. 
Hu wns one 
of those who 
quickly 
endorsed 
the 
plan 
of giving the young 
negroes an 
Industrial education, and gave 
consid- 
erable sums for that purpose. 
He Is a 
steadfast friend of the theory of edu 
cating tho young 
to 
Increase 
their 
wants, and of educating them 
In 
the 
ways 
of supplying their wants. 
Ho 
believes 
that much time Is wasted In 
getting educations. 
That need not bo 
disputed. 
So thero is much time wast- - 
ciiju trying 
to 
make 
moaey. 
Mr. 
Huntington knows that too. 
One error 
Is ns unfortunate 
ns the other. 
Mr. Huntington likes to bco "success- 
ful" men, that Is, men who havo large 
bank accounts. 
Hut ho does not seem 
to recognlzo 
tho fact that tho bank ac- 
count fixes tho 
mail's 
character, 
Just 
as the Indian 
estimated 
the 
white 
man's character 
by his ownership of 
a lifie. 
Mr. Huntington 
Is 
nearly 
eighty 
years of ago. 
Ho has for some 
tlmo 
pr 
nted 
the American people 
with 
want Mark Twain calls n "picturesque 
moral character." 
Probably If a voto 
wero taken on tho subject, the major- 
ity of tho peoplo would voto tiim to bo 
one nt tho great Americans.

"History of tho Colored Paoplo of 
Amerloa, 
In Its Relations to tho 
Modsrn World's Record. 


Abstract of a scries of lectures 
deliv- 
ered by W. E. Burghardt 
tin 
UoIh, 
Ph. D., of Atlanta University: 
In Introducing his subject to Ills au- 
dience, 
Dr. Du Hols said that his aim 
was not so much to add to their 
his- 
torical knowledge as to placo the his 
tory of 
the American Negro In 
Us 
proper relations to tho history of Uie 
modern world, and to show 
how It Is 
that today a new nation stands on the 
threshold 
of 
tho twentieth 
century. 
His object wos threefold; first, ho de 
sired to explain how the African race 
catno to leave- Its fatherland; 
second, 
to follow 
tho transplanted 
Negro to 
the West Indies, and there study tho 
effect 
upon 
him 
of tho low colonial 
civilization of Europe; 
nnd third, to 
Investigate his condition In the period 
of 
"serfdom" 
which 
has 
succeeded 
emancipation, and to Inquire 
In 
rd 
to his ultimate destiny. 
In' tracing tho causes 
which led to 
tho beginning 
of 
tho African slave 
ttade, tho lecturer painted a vivid 
pic- 
ture of tho Renalssanco 
In "Europe 
tho transformation 
of tho sloth and 
ignorance 
of tho dark 
nge3 Into the 
vigor and Intense activity of the 
fif- 
teenth and sixteenth centuries. 
This 
awakening did not, however, 
affect the 
lower classes of the people, but, leav- 
ing them Jn tho darkness 
of virtual 
slavery, gave rise to an ago of mighty 
leaders 
"an 
ago championed not by 
tho masses, 
but by kings and heroes." 
It was 
but 
natural, 
therefore, that 
Prlnco Henry, tho Navigator, 
moved 
by tho now spirit of adventure, should 
wish to exploro 
tho mysterious 
conti- 
nent 
of Africa; and penetrating 
Into 
this "masslvo walled fortress" 
which 
had for centuries, through Its natural 
barriers, 
closed its doors to tho civil- 
ization of the world, 
should open the 
way to the Inauguration 
of tho slave 
trade, that terrible curso of modern 
llfo 
"the heart disease of Africa." 
Although slavery existed among the 
primitive 
Negro tribes, it was 
of a 
mild and easy type, and tho captive 
could 
rise to full citizenship 
In the 
tribe of 
his adoption. 
Far different 
from this was that slavery under for- 
eign masters, which had Its small 
be- 
ginning In 1442, when ten Negro slaves 
and some gold dust were given to tho 
Portuguese as a ransom for captured 
Moors. 
One result of the traffic thus 
begun by tho Arabs was the utter ex- 
termination 
of 
numerous prosperous 
and 
nalf-clvlllz- 
tribes in tho Interior 
of Africa; for tno 
new-foun- d 
power of 
gold as a medium 
of exchange, 
excit- 
ing tho cupidity of men, caused a con- 
tinuous demand for cheap laborers to 
work tho gold mines In tho Eldorado 
beyond the seas, and firmly establish- 
ed the slave trado as a part of the 
world's commerce. 
The annual levy of 
Negroes for the mines In Haytl, Cuba, 
Jamaica and Porto Rico soon roached 
4000, and rapidly Increased during the 
sixteenth century, when the Dutch and 
English ruled the seas, 
until, 
In the 
last two decades of 
tho seventeenth 
century, 
"300,000 
slaves were shipped 
to America; 
and between 
1700 and 


1T8G, 600,000 were sent to tho one Isl- 
and of Jamaica, and 2,000,000 
moro to 
America. 
In 
1791 they were 
being 
poured into the new continent at tho 
rato of C0.000 a year. 
On the coast of 
Africa stood forty slavo pens for the 
human cattle, across tho bluo water of 
the Atlantic two hundred 
and 
fifty 
ships hurried 
every 
year 
Into tho 
West; for four hundred years sharks 
followed 
tho hurrying ships; for four 
hundred years tho coasts of America 
were strewn with tho living and 
dy- 
ing; for four hundred years Ethiopia 
held out her hands to God." 
. 
Tho demand for slaves In tho trop- 
ical Islands camo 
first from Spanish 
adventurers 
who, seeing In coloniza- 
tion only a means for tho spread of 
the Catholic faith, and for gratifying 
their lust for gold, thought themselves 
Justified 
In bringing about these ends 
by tho utmost barbarity 
and fanati- 
cism. 
Tho Trench who settled in 
wcro little hotter, establishing 
a rule of debauchery and oppression. 
Even tho Dutch and English, looking 
upon tho colony as n temporary 
finan- 
cial invortnicnt, were at first animated 
by tho Idea that slavery was Justifiable 
because it was "typical of tho wrath of 
God against 
tho 
unrcgoncratcd 
." 
When tho minnly 
of gold gavo 
out nnd tho demand 
of tho Spanish for 
uIiivch 
liojjim 
to decline, 
t bocamo 
ovl-ile- nt 
that nothing but tho permanent 
t'stablluhmcnt 
of 
tho 
Institution 
of 
slavery would bring about a rontnti 
on 
demand fur 
lavcn, lienco tho ho. 
kIiiiiIiik of tlio commercial stage 
In 
tho evolution of tho American Negro, 
Between 
i 
urnl m KiiRliud 
givo 


three nnd a half millions of 
dollar 
for the sunnort of tho ilavo trade. Her 
Kings chartered 
companies nnd 
ex-- J 
tended privilege; Jamaica 
was seized 
and slaves poured 
Into It at tho rate, 
of forty and fifty thousand a year, 
un-- j 
til the trade "filled 
nnd overfilled 
tho 
markets ih tho Went Indies and South ' 


America. 
To this overflow the estab- 
lishment of 
slavery 
In tho 
United 
States was due. 
In 
1734 there were In 
South Carolina 
30,000 
black 
slaves, 
outnumbering the whites five to one, 
and 
coming 
In at tho rate 
of three 
thousand a year." 
In their native forests tho Africans 
wero not without 
social 
Institutions; 
they iiad 
definite forms of 
govern- 
ment and religion, as well 
ns firmly 
Implanted Ideas 
of 
marriage, 
work, 
nnd amuseaient. 
They were divided 
Into families, several of which, bound 
together by blood relationship, 
form- 
ed a clan, which was ruled by a chief- 
tain. 
Although polygamy was univer- 
sal, family ties were sacred and pros- 
titution 
was 
unknown. 
Tho 
slave 
trade of tho sixteenth century, by Its 
system of 
promiscuous 
herding, 
de- 
stroyed 
every vestige of 
this tribal 
and clan life, deprived tho women 
of 
nil protection, 
caused 
parental 
au- 
thority to disappear, and nil forms of 
lawlessness to abound. 
On tho other 
hand tho effect on tho masters 
was 
equally disastrous, 
nnd 
"tho 
8 stem 
of human slavery In tho West Indies 
put a check on civilization there from 
which those Islands havo never recov- 
ered." 
As the centuries 
passed, 
however, 
slavery became a very different prob 
lem. 
The Negroes 
were ceasing to he 
heathen 
foreigners and among their 
owners was developed 
greater freedom 
of thought nnd moro 
liberal 
ideas. 
Tho 
heathen 
and commercial stages 
of tho slave's evolution gave placo to 
tho feudal idea of the personal serf 
as a retainer nnd cultivator 
of 
the 
soil. 
For a time there was but llttlo 
difference 
between 
tho condition of 
tho Negroes 
and that of 
tho white 


bond-servant- s. 
Owing, however, 
to ten 
existence, of n persistently 
stimulated 
slavo trade, and to tho growth of Ideas 
of freedom 
and humanity 
In 
Europe 
which decreased the number of whites 
servants, 
"tho 
nineteenth 
century 
found In America a system of legally 
fortified 
slavery, 
based 
on color and 
race, rather than on condition." 
But 
In tho Southern States tho feudal Idea 
continued In a form adapted to more 
democratic conditions, tho 
tendency 
being to mako the slave a member of 
tho family group. 
Slavery was at this 
time, especially In Virginia, "a school 
in civilization and manners, a train 
Ing in politics and social Intercourse, 
and a strong protection from without 
to the weak. 
Its two fatal weaknesses 
were tho lax marriage morals, nnd Its 
failure to provide any modo of escape 
from tho lowest position for the tal 
ented and deserving." 
Whllo this picture of slavery Is one 
to which tho whites look back with 
pride nnd longing and tho blacks with 
a sense of loss, there yet began to be 
found 
in somo 
parts 
of 
the United 
States a distinct opposition to slavery 
on humanitarian 
grounds, and an Act 
of CongrcsB was passed in 1S0S which 
provided 
for tho national suppression 
of the slavo trade. 
The continued ex 
Istence of a state of slavery was, nev 
ertheless, too great a temptation 
for 
the traders 
to 
withstand, especially 
when It was strengthened by tho great 
industrial 
revolution 
which 
swept 
over tho country, making cotton king, 
and 
demanding 
cheap 
labor. 
First
